Irene Contempt Mounts

East Coasters wait 
for electricity days 
after storm damage 

Warwick, R. I. 

Cold showers. Meals in the dark. 
Refrigerators full of spoiled food. 
No TV. No Internet. Up and down 
the East Coast, patience is wear- 
ing thin among the millions of peo- 
ple still waiting for electricity after 
Hurricane Irene knocked out the 
power last weekend. 

“It’s like ‘Little House on 
the Prairie’ times,” said Debbie 
McWeeney, who went to a Red Cross 
shelter in Warwick, R.I., to pick up 
food and water after everything in 
her refrigerator went bad. “Except 
I’m not enjoying it at all.” 

With the waters receding across 
much of the flood-stricken region, 
homeowners are mucking out their 
basements and dragging soggy fur- 
niture to the curb. But the wait for 
power drags on, with an estimated 
1.38 million homes and businesses 
still without electricity, down from 
a peak of 9.6 million. 


Katia Weakens 

Hurricane Katia has weakened to 
a tropical storm as it moves across 
the Atlantic but forecasters say they 
expect it to strengthen again over 
the next two days. The U.S. National 
Hurricane Center said it’s too early 
to tell if Katia will hit the U.S. Mean- 
while, forecasters said a tropical 
depression could form in the Gulf of 
Mexico and bring much-needed relief 
to drought-plagued Texas, (ap)

Makeshift jails hold 
hundreds accused of 
fighting for Gadhafi 

Tripoli, Libya 

Rebel forces and civilians are 
rounding up thousands of black 
Libyans and migrants from sub- 
Sahara Africa, accusing them of 
fighting for ousted dictator Moam- 
mar Gadhafi and holding them in 
makeshift jails in Tripoli. 

Virtually all of the detainees say 
they are innocent migrant workers, 
and in most cases there is no evi- 
dence that they are lying. But that 
is not stopping the rebels from plac- 
ing the men in such facilities as the 
Gate of the Sea sports club, where 
about 200 detainees — all black 
— clustered on a soccer field this 
week, bunching against a high wall 
to avoid the scorching sun. 

Handling the prisoners is one 
of the first major tests for the rebel 
leaders, who are scrambling to set 
up a government that they promise 
will respect human rights, unlike 
the dictatorship they overthrew. 

There has been little credible 
evidence of rebels killing or system- 


atically abusing captives. Still, the 
African Union and Amnesty Inter- 
national have protested the treat- 
ment of blacks inside Libya. 

A spokesman for Tripoli’s mili- 
tary council guessed that more than 
5,000 people have been detained 
in the city. 


Justice Minister Mohammed al- 
Alagi said this week that he’d vis- 
ited several detention centers and 
found conditions “up to interna- 
tional standards.” 

“We are building a Libya of 
tolerance and freedom, not of 
revenge,” he said. 


Meanwhile ... 

A rebel military spokesman 

said Thursday that Moammar Gad- 
hafi loyalists in Sirte, Libya, would 
have until Sept. 10 to lay down their 
weapons, rather than Saturday. He 
said that in extending the deadline, 
rebels want to give residents time to 
understand the new reality in Libya. 
But Mustafa Sagazly, the rebels’ 
deputy interior minister, said he was 
not informed of any such extension. 
He said the rebels need time to re- 
organize before beginning an attack 
on Sirte, which could come as early 
as Saturday, (the Washington post) 


Witnesses have described scores 
of mercenaries flown in to halt the 
rebellion. As a result, people with 
roots in sub-Saharan Africa and 
black Libyans have been targeted 
by rebels in the fight for Libya. 

Ibrahim al-Rais, a 60 -year-old 
fisherman, is the prison director 
at the Gate of the Sea. He admit- 
ted that many detainees were like- 
ly innocent, but he insisted a “big 
percentage” were mercenaries. 

“These people were fighting 
against our people,” he said, (ap)

Islamist 
rebels in southern Somalia have for- 
bidden many aid agencies to work 
in areas under their control. 

The U.N. estimates that more 
than 12 million people in Soma- 
lia, Kenya, Ethiopia and Djibou- 
ti need aid. (ap)

Guiding Lights 

I Like to say Metro has mood Lighting. Laura Soskey, 
23, puts it a different way: “It’s eeriLy dark, but 
mostLy it’s depressing." But it seems Metro has 
finaLLy seen the Light — and now riders are starting 
to aLso. I met Soskey beneath the gLow of four 
super-bright orbs attached to the top of a pyLon in 
the Friendship Heights station. 


Like several people I talked to down 
there, she hadn’t really noticed 
the addition until I pointed it out. 
(When I first spotted it, though, 
I shielded my eyes and wondered 
whether aliens had landed.) My 
theory is the oblivious riders were 
too distracted by the glow of their 


cell phones to look up. 

Not everyone was clueless. A 
few folks had been wondering 
about the recent appearance of 
such an odd fixture. “I’m curious 
why it’s so close to the escalator,” 
says Megan McKinney, 27. 

Metro spokesman Dan Stessel 


has a simple explanation. When 
escalators are rehabbed, they must 
be recertified before they can be 
put back into use. “It wouldn’t 
pass the recertification process 
until the lighting near there was 
brighter,” he says. 
(Something about 
a certain number of 
lumens required to 
see whether you’re 
going to trip.) So, 
since Metro is as 
bright as a smoky 
speakeasy, they 
needed to put some- 
thing bold in ASAP. They’ve 
installed another at Bethesda, and 
Tenleytown’s next. 

“It’s still a pilot program,” 
says Stessel, who emphasizes that 
these lights are about safety (“our 
No. 1 priority”) rather than aes- 
thetics. Maybe that will appease 
the pickiest commenters on DCist. 
com, one of who deemed the orbs 
overly “harsh” in a recent posting. 
Looks do matter, however, which 
is why WMATA plans to lighten 
platforms with brighter bulbs and 
some sprucing up. “In some sta- 
tions, it’s just a matter of cleaning 
the brake dust that’s built up over 
the lights,” Stessel says. Another 
initiative that should help: pow- 
er-washing the walls. Dingy gray 
surfaces can’t reflect light the way 
shiny white ones can. 

As Metro matters go, lighting 
might not be the most critical. “I’d 
be happier if they spent the money 
on rail lines,” McKinney says. But 
a few thousand dollars for some 
orbs and cleaning doesn’t seem 
like a waste to me. As long as we’re 
going to be waiting for trains, it’s 
nice to be able to see.

Cathedral Installs Safety Nets 


Equipment designed 
to trap falling debris 
after quake damage 


Washington 

Workers at the National Cathe- 
dral on Thursday hung heavy-duty 
black netting across the ceiling of 
the massive nave where thousands 
are scheduled to gather for Sept. 
11 anniversary events, an effort 
to protect people from any mortar 
chips that might fall from the earth- 
quake-damaged building. 

Also Thursday, the Catho- 
lic Archdiocese of Washington 
announced that it would donate 
$25,000 to the cathedral, which 
is the seat of the country’s Epis- 
copal Church but is often used as 
an interfaith gathering place for 
major events. 

Cathedral officials have said 
it will take millions of fundraised 
dollars to repair the British Goth- 
ic-style building, primarily consist- 
ing of exterior damage, including 
cracked spires and angels and other 
limestone decorative elements. The 
nave, or inside worship space, had

no major damage but some thumb- 
nail-sized pieces of mortar have 
been found on the floor, said head 
mason Joe Alonso. 

While the cathedral hosts high- 
profile events such as some presi- 
dential funerals, its actual congre- 
gation is less than 1,000 people. 
The institution has also just been 
through a period of budget-cutting 
after its endowment plunged. 

The cathedral has been closed to 
the public since the Aug. 23 quake. 
Hundreds of tourists a day typi- 
cally visit the majestic structure, 
and there are usually daily wor- 
ship services. Services last Sun- 
day and this coming Sunday are 
being held at the nearby Washing- 
ton Hebrew Congregation, which 
lent its space. 

Officials said they have put up 
a long construction fence around 
the building, from which at least 
one heavy spire top, or finial, 
plummeted to the ground dur- 
ing the earthquake. They also 
plan to put up temporary covered 
walkways through which guests 
can come for the Sept. 11 anni-

Budget Secretary: Md. Has $344M Surplus 


Annapolis, Md. 

Gov. Martin O’Malley’s budget 
secretary said Thursday that the 
state has a general fund surplus of 
$344 million over previous bud- 
get estimates for fiscal year 2011, 
which ended June 30. 

T. Eloise Foster wrote in a let- 
ter to O’Malley that the previous 
budget estimate projected the state 
would finish the fiscal year with a 
balance of $646 million. 

The surplus means the state has 


a fund balance of $990 million. 

Foster attributed the surplus 
primarily to strong performance 
in individual income tax collec- 
tions. 

“It is unclear whether this 
strength will continue moving 
forward due to current uncertain- 
ties in the national economy,” Fos- 
ter wrote. 

Foster also said state agencies 
have returned about $23.8 mil- 
lion in unspent appropriations to 
the state’s general fund, which is

about $13.5 billion. 

About $589.7 million of the 
fund balance will be used to help 
balance the fiscal year 2012 bud- 
get, Foster said. That leaves about 
$400 million in uncommitted fund 
balance. 

Foster said about $340 million 
of the uncommitted fund balance 
will go to the state’s rainy day fund, 
$10 million will go to the gener- 
al fund balance, and $50 million 
will go to transfer tax repayment.

Not Quite Quake-Proof 


Review: Many U.S. 
reactors are more 
vulnerable than 
previously believed 

Washington 

The risk that an earthquake would 
cause a severe accident at a U.S. 
nuclear plant is greater than previ- 
ously thought — 24 times as high in 
one case, according to an AP anal- 
ysis of preliminary government 
data. The nation’s nuclear regu- 
lator believes a quarter of Ameri- 
ca’s reactors may need modifica- 
tions to make them safer. 

The threat came into sharp 
focus last week, when shaking 
from the largest earthquake to hit 
Virginia in 117 years appeared to 
exceed what the North Anna nucle- 
ar power plant northwest of Rich- 
mond was built to sustain. 

The two North Anna reactors are 
among 27 in the eastern and cen- 
tral U.S. that a preliminary Nucle- 
ar Regulatory Commission review 
has said may need upgrades. That’s 
because those plants are more likely 
to get hit with an earthquake larger 
than the one their design was based 
on. Just how many nuclear power 
plants are more vulnerable won’t 
be determined until all operators 
recalculate their own seismic risk 
based on new assessments by geol- 
ogists, something the agency plans 
to request later this year. The NRC 
on Thursday issued a draft of that 
request for public comment. 

The review, launched before the 
East Coast quake and the Japan 
nuclear disaster in March, marks 
the first complete update to seis- 
mic risk in years for the nation’s 
104 existing reactors. 

The NRC and the industry say 
reactors are safe as they are, for 
now. But emails obtained in a more 
than 11,000-page records request 
by The Associated Press show that

( lt Is Not a Good Story for Us’ 

After the March earthquake in Japan that caused the biggest nuclear crisis since 
Chernobyl, Nuclear Regulatory Commission staffers fretted in emails thatthe 
agency’s understanding of earthquake risk for existing reactors was out of date. 
In a March 15 email, seismologist Annie Kammerer acknowledged that recent sci- 
ence showed stronger quakes could happen than had been accounted for. “Frank- 
ly, it is not a good story for us,” she wrote to agency colleagues, (ap) 


NRC experts were worried privately 
this year that plants needed stron- 
ger safeguards to account for the 
higher risk assessments. 

Federal scientists update seis- 
mic assessments every five to six 
years to revise building codes for 
some structures. But no similar sys- 
tem is in place for all but two of the 
nation’s 104 reactors — even though 
improving earthquake science has 
revealed greater risks than previous- 
ly realized. The exception is Diablo 
Canyon in earthquake-prone Cali- 
fornia, which has been required to 
review the risk of an earthquake 
routinely since 1985. 

The NRC flagged the 27 plants 
by calculating the likelihood of a 
severe accident based on 2008 haz- 
ard maps from the U.S. Geological 
Survey and comparing it to the seis- 
mic risk estimated in 1989 or 1994 
— the last time existing reactors 
evaluated their earthquake haz- 
ards. Officials at The Perry 1 reac- 
tor in Ohio, which saw the steepest 
rise in risk, and other plants have 
challenged the findings. 

The average risk to U.S. reac- 
tors of core damage from a quake 
remains low, at one accident every 
500 years, according to the AP 
analysis. But predicting earthquake 
probability and damage is dicey; 
the Japanese nuclear industry was 
taken by surprise when the quake- 



Va. Plant Rattled 

Last week’s central Virginia 
earthquake jolted huge concrete 
containers holding spent nucle- 
ar fuel at the North Anna power 
plant in Louisa County, shifting 
some one to four inches, said 
the plant’s operator, Dominion 
Virginia Power. The containers, 
called casks, weigh 115 tons 
each and are filled with bundles 
of uranium dioxide fuel rods that 
no longer generate enough heat 
to produce electricity. 

The plant houses a total of 
53 casks on two concrete pads. 
Of 27 casks on one pad, 25 
shifted during the magnitude- 
5.8 earthquake that struck Aug. 
23 12 miles south of the plant, 
said Dominion spokesman Rich- 
ard Zuercher. “They are safe and 
remain intact," Zuercher said. 
Still, based on the AP analysis 
of Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion data, the plant is 38 percent 
more likely to suffer core dam- 
age from a rare, massive earth- 
quake than it appeared in an 
analysis 20 years ago. (twp)

In “The Debt," which opened 
Wednesday, Jessica Chastain plays a 
woman who puts it all on the line — or, 
rather, in the stirrups. 

Rachel is a Mos- 
sad agent in the '60s 
on her first mission: 
to capture a Nazi war 
criminal. Though she’s 
qualified (she can do 
some pretty wicked 
Krav Maga), she gets 
the job because she’s 
a woman. How do I know? Because 
(warning: minor spoiler ahead) the 
guy they’re tracking is working in East 
Berlin as an ob-gyn. Mossad needs 
someone with a uterus so it can get 
close enough to catch the bad guy. 

I’m not sure anyone who hasn’t 
had the business end of the specu- 
lum in their, ah, business could watch 
Rachel during an examination and 
understand exactly what’s going on. 
Most people would be uncomfortable 
with a former Nazi in their personal 
space; Rachel has a former Nazi pal- 
pating her ovaries. 

Director John Madden effectively 
communicates both Rachel’s willing- 
ness and her hesitancy to enlist her 
most intimate parts in the line of duty. 
Her body is hers, but she’s chosen to 
lend it to her country. She gets ahead 
in her career. Mossad gets a shot at 
capturing the bad guy. Everyone wins 
— except she’s the one who’ll remem- 
ber exactly where his hands were.

Film Review 

A buried-secrets drama interwo- 
ven with Nazi-hunting intrigue, 
“The Debt” roots itself in reality 
more plausibly than most contem- 
porary spy films without sacrificing 
the genre’s tense thrills. Splitting its 
story between two years, 1966 and 
1997, it follows three Mossad agents 
forced to ask themselves what con- 
stitutes justice after the Holocaust’s 
unthinkable crimes. 

Though Helen Mirren features 


most prominently in advertising 
materials, the film’s heart beats with 
the younger version of her character, 
played by this year’s breakthrough 
actress, Jessica Chastain (“The Tree 
of Life,” “The Help”). It is Chastain 
who survives the film’s most chill- 
ing encounters: As Rachel Sing- 
er, an agent pursuing “Surgeon of 
Birkenau” Dieter Vogel (perpetra- 
tor of concentration-camp medical 
experiments), she poses as an East 
German fertility patient and allows 


the man she’s hunting to give her 
multiple medical examinations. 

We know from the film’s first 
scenes (set in 1997) that Singer’s 
team will capture the doctor, who 
will later be killed trying to escape 
and that the three (which include 
Marton Csokas and Sam Worthing- 
ton) will be hailed as Israeli heroes. 
But how they caught Vogel, and their 
attempts to bring him back alive, are 
the meat of the story, and director 
John Madden proves adept at sus-

taining suspense. 

Structurally, the film bounc- 
es back and forth a little, but it 
essentially lets the 1967 story play 
out before moving to the action 
30 years later.

“The Hedgehog” is a treat: a movie 
that’s smart, grown-up, wry and 
deeply moving.

it’s based on, has two protagonists: 
Paloma (Garance Le Guillermic), an 
artistically inclined soul who is mak- 
ing a documentary about her fam- 
ily, and Renee (Josiane Balasko);, 
who observes all, with a jaundiced 
eye, from her small rooms just off 
the building’s lobby. 

Each has a sour outlook on life. 
Paloma is disgusted with the hypoc- 
risies of bourgeois life, and has 
resolved to kill herself by her 12th 
birthday. Renee is the hedgehog 
of the title, prickly on the outside, 
refined on the inside. But Paloma 
has a bit of a tough hide too. 

“The Hedgehog” is about a lot of 
things: class consciousness, culture 
and the power of art. But mostly it’s 
about the discovery that change is 
always possible, and that it’s never 
too late to embrace love, or life.

30 MINUTES OR LESS (R, 83 minutes) 
Jesse Eisenberg plays Nick, a pizza 
delivery guy who falls into a trap set by 
spoiled brat Dwayne (Danny McBride) 
to steal $100,000 to pay off a hit man to 
assassinate Dwayne’s rich father. With 
a bomb strapped to his chest and only 
a few hours to find the money, Nick and 
his best friend, Chet (Aziz Ansari), cut a 
manic, destructive swath through Grand 


Rapids, Mich., surviving a ballistic bank 
robbery and pulverizing car crash and 
ongoing patter about sex, action flicks 
and sex. Like “Horrible Bosses," “The 
Change-Up” and “The Hangover Part II,” 
“30 Minutes or Less” plays likethissum- 
mer’s latest — and lamest — panegyric 
to male friendship, a.h. 

THE CHANGE-UP (R, 113 minutes) “Freaky 
Friday” meets “The Hangover” in “The 
Change-Up,” a raunchy ode to guy-love 
in which Jason Batemanand Ryan Reyn- 
olds struggle valiantly to transcend the 
movie they’re in. As an arrested adoles- 
centand incorrigible ladies’ man named 
Mitch, Reynolds has most of thefunniest 


lines in “The Change-Up,” many of them 
vulgarities aimed at infants who smile 
beatifically at the verbal abuse. Bateman 
doesn’t get to have nearly as much fun 
as Mitch’s straight-laced bestie Dave, a 
type-A lawyer with a beautiful wife (Leslie 
Mann) and three kids. For the most part, 
he’s called on to turn on his signature 
nervous grimace. Mitch and Dave switch 
bodies early on and must impersonate 
each other untilthey can switch back. a.h. 
COLOMBIANA(PG-13,105minutes)The 
protagonist of “Colombiana" is a young 
woman who has strong feelings for her 
parents, a warm relationship with her 
boyfriend and a proclivity for sketching

the delicate Colombian orchid for which 
she’s named. Of course, her parents are 
dead, her boyfriend is at great risk and 
she draws the flower in black lipstick on 
the bodies of her victims. Yes, Cataleya 
is an assassin. And, yes, she has vowed 
revenge on the drug dealers who killed 
her folks. But despite a list of hits 
that’s topped 20, the killer — played by 
“Avatar’s” Zoe Saldana — is a sensitive, 
sometimes weepy soul. And “Colombi- 
ana,” at least by comparison with such 
Besson franchises as the “Transporter” 
series, hasa gentletouch. mark jenkins 
COWBOYS & ALIENS (PG-13,118 minutes) 
Jon Favreau’s celebration of two of cin- 
ema’s most revered genres doesn’tstint 
in lavishingtheir most cherished conven- 
tions with evenhanded affection and re- 
spect. Daniel Craig plays Jake Lonergan, 
who as the movie opens wakes up alone 
in the desert with a mysterious injury and 
a heavy metalbraceletaround hiswrist. 
When he rides into nearby Absolution, he 
immediately makes his presence felt, 
swatting down a bully named Percy Dola- 
rhyde (Paul Dano), whose father, Woodrow 
(Harrison Ford), ownsa huge cattle ranch 
nearby. When strange lights appear in 
the sky and some of the townsfolk are 
sucked into hovering vehicles overhead, 
the taciturn Lonergan and the crustily 
misanthropic Woodrow Dolarhyde join 
forces to track down the interstellar 
outlaws and bring their people home. a.h. 
CRAZY, STUPID, LOVE (PG 13, 118 min 
utes) “Crazy, Stupid, Love” opens with a 
clever montage of couples’ feet engaging 


in all manner of furtive flirtation under 
restaurant tables. When the camera 
lands on Cal Weaver (Steve Carell) and 
his wife, Emily (Julianne Moore), their 
troubles are clear. She’s wearing come- 
hither heels while Cal is decked out in 
schlumpy New Balance sneakers. She’s 
still trying, but Cal has given up, which 
accounts for why Emily announces at 
that same restaurant that she wants a 
divorce. He numbly agrees, moves out 
of their comfortable house and into a de- 
pressing bachelor padandbeginshitting 
a singles bar, where he comes under the 
tutelage of serial seducer Jacob Palmer 
(Ryan Gosling), a playah Pygmalion who 
takes Cal on as a personal makeover proj- 
ect. What ensues is the kind of smooth, 
fitfully funny, finely machined romantic 
comedy that is expertly calibrated to 
hit all the rom-com happy places, a.h. 
DON’T BE AFRAID 
OF THE DARK (R, 99 minutes) 
Augmented by just enough CGI to bring 
its icky gremlins to life, “Don’t Be Afraid 
of the Dark” feels retro in all the right 
ways. Screenwriters Guillermo del Toro 
and Matthew Robbins adapted the script 
from a 1973 TV movie of the same name. 
The changes they made pull the tale fur- 
ther back, though, into the realm of fable 
—especially their decision to change the 
protagonistfrom an adultto a little girl: 
Sally (Bailee Madison) has been sent by 
her preoccupied mother to live with 
her father and his new girlfriend (Guy 
Pearce and Katie Holmes) in the grand 
old mansion they’re renovating. Sally 
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doesn’t want to be there but can’t resist 
exploring. Soon she discovers a hidden 
basement whose rusty, bolted-up ash 
pit speaks to her. Scratchy, faint voices 
whisper to Sally, offering friendship. 
Followers of del Toro’s work will see re- 
mindersof “Pan’s Labyrinth” here, butthe 
storyteller is writing for another director, 
first-timer Troy Nixey, and keeps the ac- 
tion rooted in the real world, john defore 
FINAL DESTINATION 5 (R, 92 minutes) 
Nothing in life is certain but death and 
sequels. Make that sequels about death 
-teen-oriented exploitation movies in 
which generic young actors meet their 
fates in a series of gruesome, occasion- 
ally suspenseful scenes. The latest 
of these, “Final Destination 5,” isn’t as 
novel as it hopes to be, but it gets the 
jobdone. Here, the villain is fate itself, a 
sense that the entire physical world is 
loaded with inevitable death for those 
who somehow evade the Reaper the first 
time he comes calling. The camera in 
“FD5" treats inanimate objects — mal- 
functioning air conditioners, say — as 
killers whose mindlessness only makes 
them more unstoppable. While viewers 
will get plenty of nervous giggles out of 
watching as burping water-coolers or 
(yes!) inappropriately ringing cell phones 
trigger fatal mishaps, the filmmakers 
don’t milk the this-leads-to-that ele-

mentthat made Rube Goldberg famous. 
Once the initial trigger happens, there’s 
not a lot of fun left in the scene, j.d. 
FRIENDS WITH BENEFITS (R, 108 min 

utes) Mila Kunis and Justin Timberlake 
fairly set the screen on fire as cynics who 
agree to use each other for physical grati- 
fication but otherwise remain steadfastly 
un-love-struck. Kunis’ character is hard- 
driving media headhunter named Jamie, 
a savvy consumer of romantic comedy 
cliches, who is nonetheless powerless to 
resist their happily-ever-after promises. 
After Jamie persuades Timberlake’s 
Dylan to move to New York to become art 


directoratGQ,thetwo become best buds, 
deciding one drunken evening to step up 
their game. Kunis possesses particular 
zing as a tart, unsentimental romantic 
heroine. But if Kunis gets the showier role, 
Timberlake proves a quietly charming 
stalking horse, finally claiming and fully 
owning the spotlight with a hilarious hom- 
age to the 1990s rap duo Kriss Kross. a.h 
FRIGHT NIGHT (R, 120 minutes) “Fright 
Night” improves on the premise it has 
been handed, producing a modernized 
version of a decades-old story that’s 
superior to its predecessor in virtually 
every aspect. In this case, “Fright Night” 
director Craig Gillespie remakes Todd 
Holland’s 1985 horror-comedy of the 
same name. The story still steals from 
Alfred Hitchcock’s masterpiece “Rear 
Window” with awkward teenager Charlie 
Brewster (Anton Yelchin) casting suspi- 
cions that his mysterious new neighbor, 
Jerry (Colin Farrell), is a vampire. As 
Charlie’s accusations fall on deaf ears, 
the arrogant Jerry engages in a deadly 
cat-and-mouse game that draws in 
Charlie’s childhood friend (Christopher 
Mintz-Plasse)andhisgirlfriend(lmogene 
Poots). At its best, “Fright Night” mixes 
sly pop-culture references, “Twilight” jabs 
and Scooby gang jokes with legitimately 
suspenseful horror sequences sure to

It should be called “The Brother 
We Treat Like an Idiot,” and that goes as 
much for the filmmakers as the dysfunc- 
tional family at the core of this easygoing 
misfire. Paul Rudd plays Ned Rochlin,

a perpetually blissed-out biodynamic 
farmer who in the film’s first scene sells 
pot to a police officer. When he gets out 
of jail, he embarks on a serial-crash with 
his three sisters, upending their lives 
with hisanarchic honesty and unbridled 
naivete. Peeking out from a curtain of 
shaggy hairanda beard, Rudd makes“Our 
Idiot Brother” much more tolerable than 
it deserves to be. a.h. 

RISE OF THE PLANET OF THE APES 
(PG-13, 110 minutes) First, the good news. 
“Rise of the Planet of the Apes, "the much- 
anticipated prequel to the sci-fi movie 
franchise of the late '60s and early 70s 
about a world ruled by apes, gets one 
thing exactly right. The apes, which we 
see on the cusp of world domination, are 
both terrifying and sympathetic. That’s 
not an easy trick. Yet it’s critical to this 


origin story, which charts the ascent of 
a hyper-intelligent chimp named Caesar 
(Andy Serkis, in motion-capture CGI) to 
the role of leader of an ape underground, 
after suffering abuse at the hands of a 
sadistic handlerata primate shelter (Tom 
Felton). Caesar and his simian followers 
arebothrelatableandscaryasheck.Now 
for the bad news. The filmmakers seem 
to have spent so much attention and, pre- 


sumably, money on getting the primates 
right that they completely forgot about 
the people. Led by a mumble-mouthed 
James Franco the cast of human actors 
is uniformly weak. m.o. 

THE SMURFS (PG, 102 minutes) Raja 
Gosnell relies on cutting-edge CGI and 
unnecessary 3-D wizardry to transport 
the pint-size heroes of the '80s to noisy 
New York City. Once here, the Smurfs 


interact with incredulous humans, 
impart a little homespun wisdom and 
help make our grungy existence a tad 
more animated. A paper-thin plot finds 
six Smurfs sucked through a vortex and 
dropped into Central Park. Hot on the 
Smurfs’ trail is evil sorcerer Gargamel 
(Hank Azaria) and his feisty cat, Azrael. 
Luckily, the Smurfs take shelter with 
gentle Grace (“Glee” star Jayma Mays) 


and her workaholic husband, Patrick 
(Neil Patrick Harris), who both need to 
be reminded that life moves pretty fast, 
and if you don’t stop to smurf the roses 
every now and again, you just might 
miss the special moments, s.o.
